Wircless Phone Service 

Canada and Britain are to be link- 
ed by direct wireless telephone. The 
House of Commons. recently debated 
the respective merits of the Marconi 
and the British post office wireless 
systems. Hon. H. B. Lees-Smith, 
postmaster-general, revealed that the 
Canadian government had expressed 
a desire for direct service.

The problems confronting agricul- 
ture in the west today were vitally

The fundamental effect on market- 
ing in Canada of what occurs in the 
wheat markets of the United States 
was outlined by Dr. Swanson, who 
saw in the artificially built up co- 
operatives of that country the crea- 
tion of a wheat surplus in that re- 
public which, in turn, would affect 
the Canadian’ markets. ;
